The treasurer’s report showed disburse- 
ments for the past year to have been .- 
880.63, with a balance in the bank of .- 
459.41. 

Homes were found for four children dur- 
— 14 — year. Six were taken charge of by 
relatives and nine were sent to the asylum. 
Two children were deeded to the socie- 
ty. One was sent to the society from an- 
ether city; one placed in thé Blind Girls’ 
Home; one sent to the Houge of Good Shep- 
herd, two sent to the Protestant Orphans 
Home, two sent to the House of Refuge. 
The report shows that 1,928 cases of cru- 
elty to animals had received attention dur- 
ing the year. There were 127 prosecutions, 
of which 111 pleaded guilty or were con- 
victed. The society reported twenty-nine 
fountains erected throughout the city at 
its expense.

Wan Quon is still operating the joint and 
all Me other Chinese in “Fan” alley or con- 
ducting wide open resorts, because 
Murphy discharged Wan Quon. He held that. 
the city ordinance under which the arrest 
was made, was unconstitutional.

—according to Judge Murphy—has a right to 
keep a house and permit the smoking of 
opium herein, as much as he has to smoke 
tobacco and invite his friends to enjoy the 
weed with him. 

As with most of the other decisions ren- 
dered by Judge Murphy this has materially 
interfered with the work of the Police De- 
partment. For a time they found them- 
selves powerless to regulate the evil at all, 
but recently decided to proceed under a 
State law applying to opium smoking, and 
one or two arrests have been made. 

Now there is a probability that the police 
will be relieved from their embarrassment. 
City Attorney Henry A. Clover, who con- 
ducted the prosecution at the time, has * 
looking into the matter and has about de- 
ee to take the case to the Supreme 

ourt. 

Within the next day or two he will file a 
bill of exceptions in the Court of Criminal 
Correction, setting forth the evidence in the 
case and questioning the law and logic of 
The bill of ex- 
ceptions is a necessary preliminary to an 
appeal. Thursday afternoon, for the pur- 
poses of the bill of exceptions, Mr. Clover 
secured the sworn statements of Zergt. 
Woodlock and Policemen Maher and Kiicul- 
len, who arrested Wan Quon. 

“I believe that Judge Murphy is wrong 
in his decision,” said Mr. Clover Friday, 
“and I shall file the bill of exceptions in 
order to be in a position to take an appea 
Before taking the case to the Supreme 
Court I shall consult with City Counselor 
Marshall. If he agrees with me, I shall 
proceed with the appeal. If the decision is 
reversed, the case Will probably have to be 
tried all over again. This individual case, 
though, is not the only thing involved. The 
question summarily disposed of by Judge 
Murphy is a very important one.“

It is true he did not sign it and allowed 

it to become a law without approval. But 
here once we have a spectacle of charlatan- 
ry and a h ritical assumption of supe- 
riority to his party which has always mark- 
ed his career, The tariff law which he re- 
pudiated as unworthy, involvin “party per- 
fidy and y dishonor,” is the sheet an- 
chor to which he now clings, 
It is not what the President champion 
would have given us (so he says); but when 
we recollect that his managers at Chicago, 
who controlled the convention and the com- 
mittee on platform, presented a tariff plank 
whith the convention indignantly refused to 
indorse, because it Was, in the language of 
Henry Watterson, a “disgraceful straddle,“ 
We are forced to conclude that alli the hur- 
rah and eloquence emanating from the 
President on this question has been a blind, 
used in a Pickwickian sense, 80 to speak, 
and that there have been hypocrisy and 
double dealing in his treatment of this ques- 
tion. If he was honest at the start (and I 
am willing to 2 that much) his asso- 
ciations with all street and his connec- 
tion with wealthy men have debauched his 
conscience and destroyed all sympathy with 
the masses. He would not sign the bill, 
and lectured the Senate as recreant; but if 
his scheme, carried out only in part, has 
caused so large a deficit in three years and 
required the issue ef bonds to meet current 
expenses, what would have been the result 
had he had his way? He and his Republican 
allies refused persistently to see tat all 
the trouble was caused by the warfare on 
silver and the mismanagement of our 
finances, and that the remedies proposed 
would only aggravate the disease preying on 
the body politic.
